1. IN POUR DAYS OP INTENSE, AT TIMES TURBULENT NEGOTIA- 
TIONS, IN WHICH BELGIANS RAISED SERIOUS 
LAST MINUTE OBJECTIONS TO PARA 2 (B) COMPROMISE WHICH 
THEY THEN WITHDREW, POLLOW-UP WORKING GROUP REACHED 
CONSENSUS THAT POLLOWING TEXT WAS READY POR REGISTRATION. 
REGISTRATION, WHICH IS ONE OP THE PRECONDITIONS FOR STAGE III AGREE- 
MENT, HAS NOW BEEN BLOCKED BY MALTESE. 
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WE ARE NOT YET CLEAR WHETHER THIS BLOCKAGE IS ONLY 
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TACTICAL TO INCREASE LEVERAGE ON MEDITERRANEAN DECLARATION 
OR WHETHER MALTESE WILL ALSO ATTEMPT TO OBTAIN A 
SIGNIFICANT AMENDMENT TO THIS TEXT. 

2. DELEGATION, INCLUDING LEGAL ADVISER, BELIEVE FROM US VIEWPOINT, 
THAT TEXTS FALLS WITHIN OUR INSTRUCTIONS AND IS ACCEPTABLE. 

3. TEXT FOLLOWS: 

3. BEGIN TEXT 

"THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

-HAVING CONSIDERED AND EVALUATED THE PROGRESS MADE 
AT THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN 
EUROPE; 

-CONSIDERING FURTHER THAT, WITHIN THE BROADER CONTEXT 
OF THE WORLD, THE CONFERENCE IS AN IMPORTANT PART OF THE 
PROCESS OF IMPROVING SECURITY AND DEVELOPING CO-OPERATION 
IN EUROPE AND THAT ITS RESULTS WILL CONTRIBUTE SIGNIFI- 
CANTLY TO THIS PROCESS; 

-INTENDING TO IMPLEMENT THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL 
ACT OF THE CONFERENCE IN ORDER TO GIVE FULL EFFECT TO 
ITS RESULTS AND THUS TO FURTHER THE PROCESS OF 
IMPROVING SECURITY AND DEVELOPING CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE; 

-CONVINCED THAT, IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE THE AIMS SOUGHT 
BY THE CONFERENCE, THEY SHOULD MAKE FURTHER UNILATERAL, 
BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL EFFORTS AND CONTINUE, IN THE 
APPROPRIATE FORMS SET FORTH BELOW, THE MULTILATERAL 
PROCESS INITIATED BY THE CONFERENCE, 

1. DECLARE THEIR RESOLVE, IN THE PERIOD FOLLOWING THE 
CONFERENCE, TO PAY DUE REGARD TO AND IMPLEMENT THE PRO- 
VISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE: 

(A) UNILATERALLY, IN ALL CASES WHICH LEND THEMSELVES TO 
SUCH ACTION; 
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(B) BILATERALLY, BY NEGOTIATIONS WITH OTHER PARTICI- 
PATING STATES; 

(C) MULTILATERALLY, BY MEETINGS OF EXPERTS OF THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES, AND ALSO WITHIN THE FRAME- 
WORK OF EXISTING INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, SUCH 
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AS THE UNITED NATIONS ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE 
AND UNESCO, WITH REGARD TO EDUCATIONAL, SCIENTIFIC 
AND CULTURAL CO-OPERATION. 

2. DECLARE FURTHERMORE THEIR RESOLVE TO CONTINUE THE 
MULTI-LATERAL PROCESS INITIATED BY THE CONFERENCE: 

(A) BY PROCEEDING TO A THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS BOTH 
ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL 
ACT AND OF THE TASKS DEFINED BY THE CONFERENCE, AS 
WELL AS, IN THE CONTEXT OF THE QUESTIONS DEALT 

WITH BY THE LATTER, ON THE DEEPENING OF THEIR MUTUAL 
RELATIONS, THE IMPROVEMENT OF SECURITY AND THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE, AND THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROCESS OF DETENTE IN THE FUTURE; 

(B) BY ORGANIZING TO THESE ENDS MEETINGS AMONG THEIR 
REPRESENTATIVES, BEGINNING WITH A MEETING AT THE 
LEVEL OF REPRESENTATIVES APPOINTED BY THE MINIS- 
TERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. THIS MEETING WILL DEFINE THE APPROP- 
RIATE MODALITIES FOR THE HOLDING OF OTHER MEETINGS WHICH COULD 
INCLUDE FURTHER SIMILAR MEETINGS AND THE POSSIBILITY OF A NEW CONFER- 
ENCE. 

3. THE FIRST OF THE MEETINGS INDICATED ABOVE WILL BE 

HELD AT IN 1977. A PREPARATORY MEETING TO 

ORGANIZE THIS MEETING WILL BE HELD AT ON 15 

JUNE 1977. THE PREPARATORY MEETING WILL DECIDE ON THE 
DATE, DURATION, AGENDA AND OTHER MODALITIES OF THE 
MEETING OF REPRESENTATIVES APPOINTED BY THE MINISTERS 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

4. THE RULES OF PROCEDURE, THE WORKING METHODS AND THE 
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SCALE OF DISTRIBUTION FOR THE EXPENSES OF THE CONFERENCE 
WILL, MUTATIS MUTANDIS, BE APPLIED TO THE MEETINGS 
ENVISAGED IN PARAGRAPHS I (C), 2 AND 3 ABOVE. ALL THE 
ABOVE-MENTIONED MEETINGS WILL BE HELD IN THE PARTICIPA- 
ING STATES IN ROTATION. THE SERVICES OF A TECHNICAL 
SECRETARIAT WILL BE PROVIDED BY THE HOST COUNTRY".
